GOOD INFLUENCE. 
EADING again ‘“Salvator’s’’ interesting ar- 
ticle, “Breeders of America’s $100,000 Win- 
ners,”’ the thought came to us that blood and bone 
and knowledge of mating had not been entirely 
responsible for those 81 winners of $100,000 or 
more in America. Naturally, then, the thought 
came that the handling and feeding of the stock 
on the farms and the training after leaving the 
farms had played strong parts in the successes. 
This set us to research as to the individuals who 
had handled the sires and dams of the champions, 
and the champions themselves when they were 
young, and we are sure it will interest readers of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE to know that this trail led back 
to Woodburn and from there to the Nursery Stud. 
In the latter days of the Nursery Stud as it 
was at Babylon, Long Island, New York, August 
Belmont, the elder, wanted the services of a good 
man for his broodmares. He spoke of this to Mr. 
Alexander, who informed him that he would send 
him one of his good men from Woodburn. The 
man he sent was Sam Lucas, and it was due 
largely to the influence of Sam Lucas that the 
Nursery Stud horses were transferred from New 
York to Kentucky—to the farm now occupied by 
the Greenwich Stud on the Georgetown pike, near 
Lexington. Sam Lucas came in charge of the 
mares, and Ed Kane came in charge of the stal- 
lions, among them *The Ill-Used and Fiddlesticks. 
Those two men worked together until Sam Lucas 
went to Marcus Daly’s Bitter Root Ranch in 
Montana, and Ed Kane was then appointed man- 
ager of The Nursery, serving until his death and 
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Number 23 
being succeeded by his wife, who was in charge 
at the death of Major August Belmont, son of 
the founder of the establishment. 


Those two men trained a number of men in 
what has since come to be known as “the Nursery 
Stud way,” of feeding and handling young stock, 
and those other men, naturally, have gained 
knowledge from their own experiences and obser- 
vations. Now let us see how many of the cham- 
pions were handled by men trained in ‘the Nurs- 
ery Stud way.” 

First off, we find seven of the eight in H. P. 
Whitney’s list to have been foaled at the Whitney 
Farm on the Paris pike, near Lexington during 
the active days there of James C. Haynes, one 
of the best of the Nursery Stud men. Those horses 
were, in the order of their winnings, Victorian, 
Top Flight, Whichone, Equipoise, Whiskery, Dia- 
volo and Tryster. Dr. Clark was foaled at Brook- 
dale in New Jersey. 

Of the seven credited to August Belmont II, 
we find that Beldame and Tracery came in the 
time of Ed Kane and that Mad Hatter, Man 0’ 
War, Mad Play, Chance Play and Chance Shot, 
foaled in the time of Mrs. Elizabeth Kane, were 
handled by Joe Rogers and Alfred Kane. Joe 
Rogers is now at Joseph E. Widener’s Elmendorf, 
where Osmand first saw the light of day. Alfred 
Kane is still on the farm on which he was born, 
being now manager of Greenwich Stud. 

At Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm credit 
is unstintingly given to the late Cliff Hammon 
and Arthur Sturgeon, now retired and living with 
his son in Cincinnati, both of whom came from 
The Nursery Stud, for the part they played 
in the production of good horses, including the 
champions Blue Larkspur, Boot to Boot and Black 
Maria. 

Dave Peel, the broodmare man at Arthur B. 
Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, where were foaled 
Gallant Fox and Gaffsman, the two $100,000 win- 
ners credited to William Woodward, and likewise 
Canter and Single Foot, credited to J. Edwin 
Griffith, is another graduate of the Nursery Stud. 

Kenneth Kane, now doing the work at the H. 
P. Whitney Farm that was formerly done by 
James C. Haynes, who is retired, but still serving 
in an advisory capacity, was manager of Mere- 
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worth Stud for Walter J. Salmon, who is credited 
with Display and Dr. Freeland. Alfred Kane, 
his brother, both being sons of Ed Kane, is at 
Greenwich Stud, but Golden Prince, credited to 
William B. Miller, was not foaled on that farm 
though he was later there. 


Potomac and His Highness, credited to the 
elder August Belmont, came in the time of Sam 
Lucas, Ed Kane and James C. Haynes at the 
Nursery Stud. 


George D. Widener is credited with Jamestown 
and Jack High, and they came in the time of 
Will King, superintendent of Mr. Widener’s Old 
Kenney Place, adjoining Elmendorf, who is also 
one of the Nursery Stud school. 


Warren Sherrod, who for so long was at the 
Balgowan Stud with the Messrs. Clay, owners, 
now retired, was another of the Nursery Stud 
men, as were Tom Burns, who was superintend- 
ent of the trotting department at Mr. Daly’s Bit- 
ter Root Ranch, and Charles Dodson, who is a 
successful trainer of yearlings at the Kentucky 
Association track. Edgar McDaniel, who is at 
Elmendorf, handling the stallions, went there 
from the Nursery when Mr. Widener bought 
Fair Play. Bryan Martin, now at W. R. Coe’s 
Shoshone Stud, was formerly at the Nursery. 

James Lucas, a brother of Sam’s, now with 
William du Pont in Virginia, was with Major 
Foxhall A. Daingerfield at Castleton when Colin, 
Ballot, Peter Pan and Delhi were foaled, and he 
may have been there when Kinsgston, the other 
champion credited to James R. Keene, came into 
th world. 


T. Saku, the Japanese horseman now at Henry 
Oliver’s Poplar Hills Farm, near Lexington, was 
with Charles H. Berryman when Sir Harry was 
foaled at his Saghonet Farm, near Lexington, 
and before that was at J. B. Haggin’s Elmendorf, 
where he got his instruction from James C. 
Haynes. 

Three of the Nursery Stud men named above, 
Messrs. Haynes, Rogers and King, were in France 
with horses belonging to Major Belmont, and 
while he was in the employ of Mr. Haggin, Mr. 
Haynes made three trips to’ South America with 
large consignments of horses sold principally to 
buyers in the Argentine, Chile and Peru. 

Much of the matter which went into Major 
Wall's work entitled, “Practical Light Horse 
Breeding In the Blue Grass of Kentucky and Its 
Possibilities Throughout the United States,” 
which was first published in THE BLOOD-HORSE 
in 1930, and which has since appeared in book 
form in a sold-out edition, came from men who 
were trained at the Nursery Stud, or from others 
who have been trained in the Nursery Stud way. 

May we close this with this as an expression 
of gratitude to the departed ones for the parts 
they have played in producing those champions?

DERBY BETTING. 


E are still of the opinion that anyone who 

would patronize a winter book on the Ken- 
tucky Derby or buy a ticket in any “sweeps” 
should have his or her head examined, as the 
saying goes, but that doesn’t alter the fact that 
many do and that many will continue to do so. 
Some, even, may be expected to accept the 8 to 1 
Tom Kearney, of St. Louis, has announced as the 
price about Top Flight at the end of November, 
a far cry, indeed, to that day in May (yet to be 
selected) on which the fifty-eighth Kentucky 
Derby is to be run. Our advice continues to be: 
Keep your money until the day of the race, and 
back your choice at the track. 
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LICENSE TAX. 


E are in receipt of a letter from our friend, 

John H. White, master of Herbert Stud, 
Hopkinsville, Ky., in the course of which he says 
he visited Governor-elect Ruby Laffoon at Madi- 
sonville recently and talked with him about re- 
duction of the daily license tax on Kentucky rac- 
ing. Mr. White is of the opinion that all breeders 
and horsemen should be interested in passage by 
the General Assembly at its forthcoming session 
of an amendment to the present law. He sug- 
gests that instead of $2,500 per day the tax for 
Latonia and Louisville be $1,500 and for Lexing- 
ton, Dade Park and Raceland it be $500. He 
thinks that “the only way racing can be saved in 
Kentucky” is through tax reduction, and asks us 
to say what we think about it. 

We agree that reduction of taxes is necessary 
for the minor tracks, but we do not see necessity 
for it as regards the two major tracks. What 
those two tracks need most is retrenchment in 
other directions. They are paying too much for 
too little in the way of service. In other words 
they are carrying too much deadwood. They have 
too many politicians feeding at the trough. 

As we have before said, we are in favor of the 
enactment of a tax law rated on a percentage 
of the receipts of each meeting, which shouldn't 
be above 1 per cent. The editor of THE BLOop- 
HORSE, as has before been related in these col- 
umns, tried in 1928 to get such a bill through at 
Frankfort, but was blocked by the Kentucky 
Jockey Club’s powerful lobby. We are advised, 
however, that the American Turf Association, 
successor to the Kentucky Jockey Club, now 
wants a measure such as Mr. White is suggesting, 
and it seems likely that it will get what it wants 
in this respect, and perhaps in respect of the ap- 
pointment of State Racing Commission members. 

We hear that, in addition to a reduction of the 
license tax, a reduction in purses is also wanted 
by the American Turf Association, particularly 
at Lexington. It is being noised about that Bob 
Saxton was out of line in intimating that there 
would be no racing at Lexington next spring. 
Instead the plan is said to be to reduce the purses 
from $800 to $500 minimum, and reduce the gate 
admission to $1, entirely suspending the free list. 

If all this is done, it should be a part of the 
program to put the “take’’ from the pooling back 
to 5 per cent and the breaks, and also to reduce 
the number of people on the payroll to a mini- 
mum and have them efficient in all departments. 

We have not heard any intimations as to Gov- 
ernor-elect Laffoon’s choices for seats on the 
State Racing Commission. Perhaps he hasn't 


come to any definite conclusion in that direction, 
but we hope that he will deal out a surprise by 
naming a commission of such men as the framers 
of the law and the Legislature that enacted it 


intended to fill the places, which is to say bona 
fide breeders (three) and the other two also men 
who have the interest of racing for sake of the 
horse and the sport at heart. We have had 
enough of political control of racing, and, Mr. 
White, the appointment of a really-truly, honest- 
to-goodness racing commission would be one way 
to “save racing in Kentucky.” 


STARTING. 

ETURNS in THE BLOOD-HORSE straw vote on 

starting continue to be overwhelmingly in 
favor of the stalls. The only two negative re- 
plies received since our last report were from 
Charles Bacharach, of New Orleans, and Van H. 
Bond, of Hornersville, Mo., and they were with- 
out comment. 


T. P. Hayes, the noted Lexington owner-trainer, 
while in THE BLOOD-HORSE office a day or two 
ago said: “When one weighs the subject of the 
stalls, the balance appears to be in their favor, 
but not all starting stalls are preferable to the 
barrier when the barrier is in the hands of a re- 
ally good starter. Stalls with any overhead ar- 
rangement are objectionable to many horses. I 
have noticed that horses which will stand quietly 
in the permanently located stalls, will either not 
go into the contrivance with overhead arrange- 
ment, or they will jump out immediately. It is 
not ‘dope’ that makes all of them do that. Many 
horses which have never been ‘hopped’ will do 
that from sheer nervous objection to the pres- 
ence of anything except the sky above them. 
When I saw Bill Hamilton making those splendid 
starts with the barrier at Idle Hour Farm on 
Orphans’ Day, I thought that if it were possible 
to have such starts always nobody would ever 
want the stalls. But it seems impossible to have 
that sort of barrier-starting all the time, so my 
vote is for the stalls in the hope that they will 
yet be perfected beyond the stage of objection.” 

John E. Hughes, Lake Forest, Ill., says he pre- 
fers the stalls and that he has “seen many more 
bad starts from barriers.” 

William G. Merion, Justa Farm, Southampton, 
Pa., says: “Any kind of stall gate is preferable 
to no stalls at all. The Bahr gate, in use at Ar- 
lington, Pimlico, etc., is my preference, how- 
ever.” 

Harry Rites, manager of Inverness Farm, 
Monkton, Md., writes his preference for stalls and 
says: “I do not think there is any comparison 
when the right kind of gate is used, and there is 
a good gate. It should be used at all tracks.”’ 

Mrs. Madeline H. West, owner of the Catawba 
Stable, New York, says: “The stall gate has 
been a great improvement. I would recommend 
its use most highly. Many times my horses were 
kicked before use of the stalls. Not one has been 
injured since.” 

An unsigned card from Big Spring, Texas, con- 
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veys the message: “I am in favor of any kind 
of stalls over the open barrier. I like the Wag- 
goner-Jarvis gate better than any I have raced 
under.” 


Another unsigned card, which comes from Bal- 
timore, brings the message: “I think the Bahr 
gate is best.” 

A. B. Hancock, master of Claiborne and Ellers- 
lie Studs, Paris, Ky., says he favors starting from 
Stalls. 

Charles R. Fleischmann, of New York, whose 
racing experience is international, votes for the 
stalls and writes: “Why not ask: ‘Do you pre- 
fer trekking in a covered wagon to riding in a 
high-powered car?’ or ‘Do you prefer reading by 
candle light to reading by electric light ?’” 

Ridgely Nichols, Big Horn, Wyoming, writes: 
“I am strongly in favor of continuing the stalls. 
Easier to obtain better starts; much less injury 
to horses. To give them up would be a back- 
ward step. I have heard no objections to their 
use.” 

Capt. P. M. Walker, master of Pagebrook Stud, 
Boyce, Va., writes: “Stalls I consider the great- 
est improvement to racing of modern times.” 


BY-PRODUCT 


Warning 

N one of the balmiest days.of the exceedingly 

balmy November just past, Richard (Dick) 
Beazley, retired farmer and stockman, who 
makes his home at the Lafayette Hotel, Lex- 
ington, said he remembered days just like it in 
November, 1887, but he didn’t say anything about 
the subsequent winter. Now comes Captain 
Bryan Kerrigan, a veteran seaman, telling news- 
paper men in New York that “it’s nature’s 
habit to even up on the weather” and that “we 
will pay for this.”” Then he asked the old timers 
to recall “the blizzard of ’88,’’ adding: “Well. 
when I woke up that March morning and looked 
out the window there it was. And we had had 
such a warm winter.”

There are dozens of other patterns of ‘Whit- 
ney blood,’ some of them successful, many of 
them unsuccessful by reason of the natural proc- 
esses which make a few to stand out and many 
to compose the mob in any generation. There 
are exceptions, such as John P. Grier, whose 
grandsire was Broomstick, but whose pedigree 
contained the name of neither Hamburg nor 
Peter Pan. (Perhaps the equivalent of a Peter 
Pan cross came through his dam, Wonder, which 
had Domino on both sides of her pedigree.) But 
John P. Grier was foaled in 1917, when the com- 
bination was just beginning to assert itself. The 
definition of ‘‘Whitney blood” I gave at the out- 
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set was, as stated, based on the returns of the 
last 15 years. Somehow I can’t consider John 
P. Grier an exception, after all. 

In the list of winners of $100,000 given above, 
there are three whose pedigrees lack one or an- 
other of the trio of foundation sires. In Equi- 
poise there is no Hamburg. In Tryster there 
is no Broomstick. (So why don’t they cross Trys- 
ter with Broomstick mares whenever possible ? ) 
In Dr. Clark there is no Hamburg. Peter Pan 
is in every one of the eight winners of $100,000. 
Now note that in the pedigrees of Tryster and 
of Equipoise there occurs the name of *Meddler, 
another Whitney stallion, of more remote date, 
which appears to have stepped into the breach 
to supply the deficiency, if it, may be called by 
such a name. In the case of Dr. Clark, his dam 
is out of a mare carrying two close-up crosses 
of the wonderful mare, Paraffin, whose blood is 
strong enough to bolster any pedigree, no mat- 
ter how strong. 


It ought to be explained that by “Whitney 
blood,” in the above definition, the Greentree 
breeding is not included. It ought also to be 
explained that the definition does not stand for 
the future, for which it may or may not hold 
good. In all probability it will remain much the 
same for several years. I look for Hamburg to 
“show up missing’? from the pedigrees of an 
occasional good one which races under the blue 
and brown, but for no other reason than that 
his influence is being weakened by its remote- 
ness. Another element that naturally will crowd 
out either of the three foundation stallions oc- 
casionally is the presence of the strong new blood 
at the C. V. Whitney breeding farm nowadays, 
represented by *St. Germans and Mad Hatter. 

The one indispensable member of the founda- 
tion trio appears to be Peter Pan, son of Com- 
mando and the Hermit mare, *Cinderella. He 
has founded the strongest existing line of the 
House of Domino, and this despite the fact that 
in his early days with the H. P. Whitney nur- 
sery he played second fiddle to Broomstick and 
Whisk Broom II. There is no Bend Or and no 
St. Simon in the pedigree of Peter Pan; there’s 
an item for those who preach outcrossing. (Peter 
Pan will not be with us long, though he is now 
in good health. His last crop are now wean- 
lings.) 

Note further that the three names, Broom- 
stick, Peter Pan and Hamburg, may be success- 
fully set in any pedigree in any pattern, except 
that Hamburg never appears in the top line. 
Bar that one, and you can mix them any way 
you please with reasonable hope of success. 


BOSTWICK OFF FOR ENGLAND.

DEATH OF W. A. DEWEES.

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ODDS AND ENDS 
By OLD ROSEBUD. 

AMMY SMITH, trainer of the Dorwood Sta- 

ble of the international sportsman, Victor 
Emanuel, is preparing to take his charges, seven 
aged racers and 19 yearlings, to Aiken for the 
cold season. He plans to leave his palatial train- 
ing quarters at Belmont Park around the middle 
of December and will not return until next March. 
In Smith’s charge are several highly-tried year- 
ling sons of Ben Block’s good “speed sire,” 
Morvich, which are expected to hold their own in 
racing next summer. Smith is rather high on 
Morfair, the juvenile brother to Morstone, which 
latter now is in England, where George Duller 
will attempt to annex some of the sprinting 
stakes with him. Morfair hasn’t been overraced 
this season and has spread out magnificently 
since his last appearance under his owner's 
spotted colors. This was in the Westchester Fu- 
turity, in which he was third to Top Flight and 
Mad Pursuit after setting most the pace. Smith 
isn’t at all sure Morfair is going to “go on,” but 
thinks that if he doesn’t he will prove a nemesis 
to the sprinters in this section next year, especial- 
ly in contests run over hard racing strips. 

HIS writer is more than mildly interested in 

what the future contains for Jack High as a 
sire at the old Kenney Place, the Kentucky 
nursery of his owner and breeder, George D. 
Widener, in whose light and dark blue hoops he 
performed brilliantly for four seasons. Jack 
High attained lasting fame as a racer by running 
a mile in 1:35, new American record time, in 
winning the Metropolitan Handicap at Belmont 
Park as a 4-year-old. He clicked off that dis- 
tance in :23, :46 1-5, 1:10, 1:35, and behind him 
finished such good ones as Balko, Questionnaire, 
Distraction, Curate, Black Majesty, Maya, Mino- 
taur, Petee-Wrack, Chatford and Sarazen II. 
Jack High is “my kind of sire prospect,” as also 
is his daddy, John P. Grier, for whose ability as a 
sire I have the utmost respect. Grier could, and 
most all his get can, fairly fly and it appears a 
family characteristic, a very desirable one, that 
is to be passed on from one generation to the 
next. He, I imagine, will establish the most en- 
during line to Broomstick. 

HAR LAP appears to be actually en route to 

Agua Caliente, where next March he is to 
have a fling at that $100,000 Agua Caliente Han- 
dicap. If Phar Lap is able to display his best 
Australian form on this side of the Pacific, we'll 
have to “wake one up” to beat him. But one can 
never be dogmatic in prognostications of this na- 
ture. The odds are greatly against Phar Lap’s 
becoming. acclimatized and rounding to his best 
racing condition so quickly. If the race were to 
be run next fall, one would experience fewer 
qualms in that regard. At a mile and a quarter 
or over, he should, in his best form, be able to 
more than hold his own with our best racers, but 
at sprinting distances we have several which 
might take his measure. It is a sportsmanlike 
invasion and the relationship between the two 
countries involved will be stimulated thereby. If 
he does well here, it may mean much for the 
bloodstock breeders of Australia and New Zeal- 
and. It probably would mean the importation of 
some choice Australasian Thoroughbreds. The 
strain is great for the injection of strength and 
“bottom” into pedigrees and probably would work 
a great good on our inbred stock. 


HE prominent society sportswoman, Mrs. C. 

Oliver Iselin, has a band of yearlings quar- 
tered at Belmont Park, in charge of Roy Waldron, 
that are about to be shipped to winter quarters 
at Columbia, 8S. C. The Iselin hopefuls occupy 
the old Rancocas Stables. Among the lot are a 
handsome bay filly by Kakapo’s sire, Macaw, out 
of Trompeuse, and a brown filly by Flight of 
Time—Annarella, that looks to have the mak- 
ings of a winner. The good race mare, Martha 
Washington, is represented by a brown filly by 
W. J. Salmon’s importation, *Axenstein. She is 
a precocious looking miss which probably will 
come to hand very early. Waldron also is train- 
ing a bay colt by the recently deceased sire, 
*Durbar II--Waif, the dam of Dis Dat and other 
winners, for Joseph M. Robeling. 

RAINER Preston M. Burch is racing a filly, 

the juvenile *Diane de Poitiers, for the Kil- 
rane Stable, in Maryland, whose breeding attracts 
attention. She is a dark bay daughter of Aethel- 
stan——Plucky Liege, by Spearmint. Unless mem- 
ory is at fault, this one is three-parts sister to 
*Sir Gallahad, *Bull Dog and *Quartre Bras II. 
*Diane de Poitiers, which was bred in France by 
Jefferson Davis Cohn, is a winner, but hasn’t 
raced to her bloodlines. She has much value as 
a broodmare. 


GRASSLANDS 

ORE than 20 good jumpers are expected to 

race Saturday of this week, December 5, in 
the second annual running of the Grasslands In- 
ternational Steeplechase, Gallatin, Tenn. Word 
of Honor, winner of the Prince of Wales Gold 
Cup Steeplechase at Lexington and of the Llan- 
gollen Cup at Llangollen Farm in Virginia, is on 
the grounds and is a “favorite” for the difficult 
test. John Gourlay, manager of the Grasslands 
estate, last week released for publication the fol- 
lowing notes from a letter written him by Paul 
Brown, artist and author of the recent book, Ain- 
tree, Past and Present: 

“Englishmen will tell me I am crazy and pro 
Grasslands but I must write another line to say 
that after a three-day study of the fences and 
jumping at Aintree, I feel the fences you built 
have Aintree licked. I’d actually say that a 
horse could take liberties with the top nine inches 
and be safely over. Generally the really stiff 
construction stopped about a foot below the top 
of the fence. I’m not belittling this great event, 
it’s a tough, hard affair calling for a world of 
courage by men and horses. But I’m sincere, you 
built a course the equal of Aintree. It’s not so 
impressive, but it’s Aintree’s equal. Let people 
who say it isn’t walk Aintree, as I have done, 
with a pass permitting to carefully inspect the 
fences. You haven't the drops, but you have up- 
grades and some pumping good ones.” 


CREECH GETS DR. FREELAND. 


Walter J. Salmon last week sold to Bennett 
Creech for a price reported at $15,000 the good 
handicap racer, Dr. Freeland, winner of the 
Preakness Stakes at three and the Southern 
Maryland Handicap at five, with various other 
scores between. If there is a contingency in the 
deal it was not announced. Dr. Freeland, which 
assumes rank as one of the leading candidates 
for the Agua Caliente Handicap, was shipped 
from Bowie to Agua Caliente with the horses Mr.

hailey, London), representative of the Fasig- 
Tipton Company, 604 Fifth Avenue, New York, 
on the other side of the Atlantic, THE BLOoop- 
HORSE is in receipt of advance proofs of the cata- 
logue for the December Sales (the first five days 
of next week, 7th to 11th, inclusive), under aus- 
pices of Messrs. Tattersalls, at Newmarket. In 
a letter dated November 13, Mr. Hailey writes:

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ELIMINATION 


By JUDGE Low 

FTER three years trying to figure out the 

elimination problem, I am no nearer a sane 
solution than when I started. I am going to 
Havana for the winter. Perhaps I will succeed 
there. If so I shall give readers of THE BLOOD- 
HORSE the benefit of the solution. If not I shall 
give up and let the law of supply and demand 
function tediously. 

Whether it be jealousy or something else, race 
track executives cannot be gotten together on the 
subject. They really are blind to a distressing 
menace to racing. Not so long ago a manager 
told me that he will say, “no stalls for unde- 
sirables.”’ He will say this even to men who have 
as many as four good ones and three of the no- 
chance variety. He will tell such owners, so he 
says, to turn out the three and come with the 
four. I shall watch with interest to see if he has 
the strength to do this. 

While in Missouri not so long ago, I was in- 
vited away from Riverside Park one Sunday for 
a motor ride and to see what my host declared 
would prove the handsomest yearling filly and 
weanling colt I had ever laid eyes upon. They 
were begotten by his stallion, and in framing my 
response I made mental allowance for that fact. 
I told him that in my 60-odd years on earth I had 
seen some good ones, and that he had quite an 
undertaking on his hands. 


We had a lovely drive to his haras, and before 
I had time to get out of the car, a groom and 
his foreman, who has known me for years, 
brought forth the filly. Had Mr. Estes been with 
me he would have immediately got her picture 
for the cover of THE BLOOD-HORSE. Seeing the 
expression of wonder on my countenance, my 
friend asked me to fault her, if I could. Never 
yet having seen a Thoroughbred that I could not 
fault, I looked her over critically and then I 
said to him: “Had I your money, I would give 
any price asked for this filly, if you could guaran- 
tee her sight.” His face turned pale. He said: 
“Doctor, you are not kidding me?’ I showed 
him that she really is going blind. We then looked 
at her magnificent weanling brother. He is also 
moon-eyed. 


All excited, my friend rushed me to the stal- 
lion’s paddock. I examined the horse thoroughly. 
His eyes are perfect. This seemed a great relief 
to my host. I then asked to see the mare. He 
sent a saddle pony for her. As I expected, she 
was bad-eyed and will be totally blind before she 
is six months older. 


By the way, she is one of the highest bred 
mares in America, and my host gave a large 
price for her at auction three years ago in foal. 
I asked him if her 2-year-old had raced. He 
answered no. “I was saving it for New Orleans 
this winter,’”’ he said, “as it seems to be a su- 
perior mudder. It is now at the track, but there 
is no need to look at it as the groom has told 
me there is trouble with its eyes. I expected 
great results from this filly, and my disappoint- 
ment hurts.” 


This man is a keen lover of the Thoroughbred, 
and has been since a boy. To win a classic with 
one he raised would give him more pleasure than 
have the millions he has made. He will send 
them all to a sale, without pedigrees, or dispose 
of them some other way. Maybe he will destroy 
them, as I suggested he should. 


He sent for a mare he had bought for him a 
year ago which he said did not seem to be doing 
well. After looking her over, I told him the mare 
was full of botts, and would never do well until 
they were got rid of. I told him the best time 
of the year (and almost the only time) for best 
results from treatment was between December 
and February, when they lay dormant, but that, 
as I had 20 grains of Santonine in my pocket that 
I intended to fix into tablets with which to worm 
a friend’s poultry, we would go to the nearest 
town after lunch and get an ounce of Carbon 
Bi-Sulphate. The mixture would help her tem- 
porarily until December, when he could give her 
(and the rest of his stock) two more similar 
doses, 17 to 20 days apart, which he promised 
to do. All THE BLOOD-HORSE readers should do 
likewise with their Thoroughbreds, as, since the 
dry season in Kentucky and other states, stock 
(mares especially) seem to me to be more 
troubled with parasites than ever before. : 


I remained with him over night. He phoned a 
breeder friend of his to have his yearlings and 
weanlings kept in the following morning to have 
me look them over. I found five bad-eyed ores, 
much to the owner’s great surprise. In fact, he 
told my friend he could not believe me and would 
send for his own veterinary that very day. When 
he found me that evening at my hotel he said I 
was right on four of them. “Yes,” I said, “and 
on the fifth also, as I never make a mistake on 
an eye.’”’ He asked me if there was any cure. I 
told him if there was I never yet had met the 
man who knew it. His vet could probably help 
them temporarily, I told him, but that he had 
better have him trace the source and eliminate 
the weak-eyed ones. I know three Kentucky 
breeders who have their horses’ eyes examined at 
least once a year, but generally there is not 
enough attention paid to this. 


In a later article, I will undertake to explain in 
plain English terms to readers of THE BLOopD- 
HORSE how the small breeder can himself tell the 
difference between a bad eye, or blind eye, that 
is hereditary, and one that is not, and he can 
govern himself accordingly.

CHARITY DAY ENDS THE SEASON. 

HE one extra day of racing tacked on the 

end of the Bowie meeting for the sake of 
charity brought the Maryland racing season to 
a close Monday of this week, November 30. The 
day was highly successful despite the fact that 
rain held the crowd to 8,000. The amount real- 
ized for charity was about $28,000, which brought 
the total raised at four Maryland tracks this 
year to about $125,000. 

Monday of last week, November 23, Measure 
scored for the Greentree Stable. Tuesday, Blind 
Lane surprised with a win over Royal Ruffin, 
Mouthpiece and others, and the first two races 
fell to Kay Frances and Springsteel, both by 
“Sir Greysteel. Wednesday, Don Pedro scored 
his third consecutive win, beating Hibala, Meas- 
ure and others. The Heathen won again. 

Thursday, Thanksgiving Day, was the high 
point of the Bowie meeting. Before Bowie's 
record crowd, 25,000 strong, A. C. Bostwick’s 
Mate ended his 3-year-old career with a victory 
in the Thanksgiving Handicap. Vander Pool’s 
string of consecutive victories ended when he 
tried for No. 16; two fillies, Mabla and Robin's 
Egg, finished ahead of him in a six-furlong race. 
Halcyon added another race to C. V. Whitney’s 
total. The remarkable total of $789,951 was 
handled by the machines Thanksgiving Day. 

Friday, Frigate Bird and Quarter Deck, both 
sons of Man o’ War, were first and second in 
the best race of the day. Saturday, Mad Frump 
captured the Endurance Handicap for C. V. 
Whitney. The charity program on Monday was 
followed by a general dispersal of the horses 
and horsemen which have campaigned through 
the fall season. The fall circuit in Maryland, 
successful beyond any other meetings in the 
country, appears to have marked a beginning of 
the depression’s end. 


MATE PASSES BLUE LARKSPUR. 

A. C. Bostwick’s Mate, by winning the eleventh 
running of the Thanksgiving Handicap ($10,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, one and three-six- 
teenths miles) stepped his total earnings up to 
$273,425 and went past Blue Larkspur and into 
fourth place on the list of leading American 
money-winning horses. His earnings as a 3-year- 
old are now $214,775; among the leading money- 
winning horses for the current year he is third 
to Top Flight ($219,000) and Twenty Grand 
$218,545. 

The race which Mate ran in winning the 
Thanksgiving Handicap, though the papers re- 
ferred to it as “redeeming” him, was very much 
the same race he ran in the Southern Maryland 
Handicap, one and one-eighth miles, in which he 
was fourth. The first four horses in each race 
were the same, except that the order was differ- 
ent. The handicapper’s high estimate of Mate 
was the same in either race, but the others were 
moved up in their weights. The following will 
show how the weights helped to affect the finish:

George ELis rode Mate to victory Thanksgiv- 
ing Day. Blind Lane (3-y-o, 100) made the early 
pace, forced Ly Allez Vite (3-y-o0, 99). Mate was 


kept clear of interference and under restraint 
until six furlongs were finished. Then, as W. M. 
Jeffords’ Allez Vite gave up her task of forcing 
the pace for her stablemate, the Foxcatcher 
Farms’ Stable’s *White Clover II, Ellis sent the 
Bostwick 3-year-old past Blind Lane into the 
lead. When Mate made his move, J. Long fol- 
lowed with *White Clover II, which made another 
whirlwind finish and was catching Mate as they 
flashed past the judges. The French-bred horse 
might have won except for the fact that he was 
blocked on the second turn and had to be eased 
back and sent to the outside. Mrs. John D. 
Hertz’s Valenciennes and Walter J. Salmon’s Dr. 
Freeland both finished well to take third and 
fourth money respectively. In order behind these 
came the others in the field of eight: Blind Lane, 
Sidney Grant (10814), Flagstone (3-y-o, 106), 
Allez Vite. Mate was favorite, paying $6.70 for

MAD FRUMP COMES THROUGH. 

For the first time of the year in an important 
race, C. V. Whitney’s Mad Frump (110) raced to 
the promise of his workouts when he captured 
the tenth running of the Endurance Handicap 
($10,000 added, 2-year-olds, one and one-sixteenth 
miles) at Bowie last Saturday, November 28. 
Jockey A. Robertson saved him behind the early 
pace and won in the stretch, beating G. H. 
Pierce’s War Plane (112), a son of Man o’ War, 
by a head. The latter left the post slowly and 
ran sluggishly at first, but turned on with a fine 
burst of speed in the last eighth, just missing 
first honors. As it was, he had only a nose ad- 
vantage at the end over the Brandon Stable’s 
Brandon Mint (109), which was third. Fourth 
money went to the favorite, the Loma Stable’s 
On Post (114), which was a length back. The 
others in the field of eight were Air Pilot (106), 
Over Time (112), Osculator (119), Ladino (108). 
In a good start from the stalls, Pete Walls sent 
On Post away quickly from his No. 7 post posi- 
tion and had him in fourth place on the outside 
at the first turn, losing some ground. War Plane 
ran into a jam before the turn was reached. In 
the backstretch On Post took the lead from Air 
Pilot and stood off a hard challenge from Ladino. 
As the latter dropped back Brandon Mint moved 
up to contest the issue. Mad Frump, which had 
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been racing on the outside and in the middle of 
the track, now was third and going easily. War 
Plane was moving up on the outsde. On Post 
saved ground and Mad Frump and War Plane 
Jost ground as they raced around the second turn. 
The stretch battle proved a thriller in which 
War Plane made the swiftest run but met stub- 
born opposition from the winner and the third 
horse, the three finishing almost abreast. Time,

S. W. LABROT SUED. 


Apprentice Jockey Charles Pegg last week 
filed suit in the circuit court of Anne Arundel 
County, Maryland, charging S. W. Labrot with 
“false and malicious representation” and de- 
manding $150,000 damages. Jockey Pegg, now 
under contract to Dr. J. Fred Adams, asserts 
that Messrs. Labrot and Adams jointly bought 
his contract last winter, when he was riding at 
New Orleans, and that when the Labrot horses 
went to Maryland he went along. The suit sets 
forth that Dr. Adams, when he left the employ 
of Mr. Labrot, made arrangement, by consent of 
Mr. Labrot, for Pegg to ride the horses of the 
Glen Riddle Farm. Subsequently the rider was 
denied a license by The Jockey Club. The 
jockey’s claim is that Mr. Labrot telegraphed 
The Jockey Club that Pegg was guilty of a 
breach of contract. He claims further that he 
did not ride until after Mr. Labrot had sold his 
share in the contract to Dr. Adams. 

VANDER POOL STOPPED. 

After winning 15 straight races, the Tennes- 
see Stable’s Vander Pool went to the post at 
Bowie Thanksgiving Day for his. sixteenth 
start, a handicap at six furlongs. It was 
his first outing since July 25. He carried 
126 pounds, conceding from eight to 22 pounds 
all around. Jockey Pete Walls was up. Two 
fillies, the 4-year-old Mabla, and the 3-year-old 
Robin's Egg, finished ahead of him. Mabla won 
by a length and a half and Robin’s Egg had a 


nose advantage over the Campfire colt at the 
end. Vander Pool set the pace and tired. 


JAMES F. O’HARA’S ESTATE. 

James F. O’Hara, late president of the South- 
ern Maryland Agricultural Association, willed his 
entire estate to his widow. The will, probated 
last week, contained no estimate of the estate, 
but newspaper estimates made it more than $1,- 
000,000. A provision asked that the widow pro- 
vide a life income for a nephew. 


MATE GOES TO AIKEN. 

Mate was to leave Bowie Monday of this week 
with other members of A. C. Bostwick’s stable 
to spend the winter at Aiken, S. C. Mr. Bostwick 
has not announced plans for the horse, but evi- 
dently he does not plan to send him to England, 
as stories earlier in the season indicated. 


CLAIMS. 


Including the racing of November 25, there 
were 36 claims of horses made in Maryland dur- 
ing the fall season, 13 at Laurel, nine at Havre 
de Grace, nine at Pimlico, five at Bowie. Rip Van 
Winkle, $7,500, was the most expensive. 


SEEKING HEALTH.

MICKELWAIT’S FORECAST 


r RLES E. MICKELWAIT, well known to 
readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE, is with Mrs. 
Mickelwait at San Diego, Cal., for the winter. 
Last week’s mail brought the following prognos- 
tications from him: 

“With the curtain descending on the eastern 
racing season of 1931, I am picking Tick On for 
1932 top honors. 

“This means that Tick On is selected to come 
through with credentials that will place him on 
the top of the heap one year hence. 

“Twenty Grand will be giving his nearest rival, 
Mate, 10 pounds and sound beatings at classic 
distances. 

“Should Phar Lap come to America and race 
in the Agua Caliente Handicap, his weight would 
have to be around 140 pounds to make it a con- 
test. 

“Twenty Grana is, in my opinion, at least seven 
pounds better than Phar Lap at two and one-half 
miles.” 


CYLLENE’S NAME. 

Says Horse and Hound (London): “ ‘Stud 
Groom’ writes to ask if I can tell him the mean- 
ing of the name Cyllene. This good racer and 
sire was named after a mountain in Arcadia, 
where Mercury (another nam? for whom is 
Cyllenius) was born. Cyllene, it will be remem- 
bered, was by Bona Vista out of Arcadia, and 
his name is thus particularly appropriate. Bred 
by the late Sir Charles Rose, whose one great 
desire in life was to win the Derby, Cyllene, be- 
cause he was a small yearling, and was not foaled 
until May 28, was never put in the Derby of 1898, 
won by Jeddah, to whom Cyllene had shown 
himself to be immeasurably superior in the New- 
market Stakes.” 
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MIAMI RACING DATES. 


MLORIDA’S State Racing Commission appears 
to be just another group of politicians. The 
manner in which they handled the division of 
dates for the two tracks at Miami indicates 
that if there are any sportsmen among them 
they are in the minority. Clearly, also, the ma- 
jority of the commission are not conversant with 
the finer traditions of the Turf. Otherwise they 
would have dealt more fairly with Joseph E. 
Widener and his Miami Racing Association. As 
it is they have allotted 36 days to Hialeah Park, 
nine days less than the 45 days requested. They 
have fixed Monday, January 11, for the opening 
at the plant so beautifully made over after the 
lavish expenditure of money (it will be at least 
$1,500,000 by bugle call for racing) in fulfill- 
ment of Mr. Widener’s pledge to the Florida 
Legislature that he would give the state one of 
the finest courses and grounds in the world. 
The closing was set for Saturday, February 20. 
Mr. Widener had asked to open Thursday, Jan- 
uary 14, and to close Saturday, March 5. There 
are usually more tourists at Miami from Feb- 
ruary 15 to March 15 than at any other period 
of the year, and naturally those are the more 
desirable dates for racing. The crowds are 
larger and the revenues are greater. 


The Gables Racing Association, the real backer 
of which is generally understood to be William 
V. Dwyer, of New York, with Frank J. Bruen, 
as manager, and a group of politicians as asso- 
ciates in the organization, which now is hur- 
riedly converting a dog track into a horse course, 
is given 37 days in two meetings, the first of 
which is to open Saturday, December 26, and 
continue 13 days to Saturday, January 9. The 
second meeting is to open Monday, February 
22, and to close Saturday, March 19, making 24 
days. Mr. Bruen had asked for 42 days, in two 
meetings, the first to open December 24 and 
close January 13, and the second to open about 
the middle of February and continue until the 
42 days shall have been completed, or words to 
that effect. 

The people of Miami were and are largely in 
favor of Hialeah Park and wanted it to have the 
dates Mr. Widener requested, but the ‘muscle’ 
of the Bruen group was strong enough to pro- 
duce an encroachment through the State Racing 
Commission, and there now has been created a 
decidedly unharmonious situation. One leading 
Miami resident who was in Lexington a few days 
before the dates were granted said to THE BLooD- 
HORSE that Miami will not stand for mistreat- 
ment of Mr. Widener and he predicted that the 
politicians who are behind Tropical Park will 
be divested of their powers by the citizens them- 
selves. 

Tropical Park’s job now is to get ready in 
time for an opening on December 26. It re- 
mains to be seen whether that can be accom- 
plished. It is the judgment of many who know 
Miami that no money can be made at the first 
meeting, and there are some even who are sug- 
gesting that inability to get the track ready in 
time for the first meeting would be a stroke of 
fortune in the matter of money saving. 

After Tropical Park gets ready its next job is 
to get high class horses, and that will not be 
easy if a rule is still enforced that has been in 
the Miami book since the days of the late Luke 


Cassidy, first manager of Hialeah Park. That 
rule simply is that no horse not stabled on the 
grounds will be permitted to start at Hialeah. 
None of the better horses, therefore, are likely 
to go to Tropical Park to stable, even if stable 
room should be plentiful, at least until after 
the Hialeah Park meeting. If the situation by 
that time is no better between the two organi- 
zations than it now promises to be, it may work 
out that the better horses will remain away from 
Tropical Park entirely, for there is no disputing 
the fact that the better class horsemen through- 
out the country are for and with Mr. Widener. 
He means more to them and to the sport than 
do his opponents. 

As THE BLOOD-HORSE goes to press, there comes 
a rumor that Mr. Widener has ordered the book 
for the Hialeah Park meeting rearranged to con- 
tain increased purses. The minimum had been 
fixed at $1,000. To raise the purses would make 
a heavier pull on the Tropical Park people if 
they should try to be as liberal as the horsemen 
naturally will expect them to be. 

From this distance it looks as if getting dates 
was about the easiest portion of Tropical Park’s 
problem. THE BLOOD-HORSE each week will give 
its readers the latest advices from Miarni. 


ST. JOHN’S RACING OKEHED. 

Voters of St. John’s County, Fla., at a special 
election Tuesday, November 24, showed an over- 
whelming majority, approximately 12 to 1, in 
favor of racing. The election ratified the appli- 
cation of the Florida Jockey Club for a permit 
to conduct a race meeting. The Florida Jockey 
Club is controlled by W. V. Dwyer and William 
Gallagher. 

WESTERN 

AGUA CALIENTE OPENS. 

ANFORAN and Agua Caliente are now run- 

ning meetings a few hundred miles apart, 
and the Pacific Coast, for the first time in years, 
is supporting two concurrent meetings of con- 
siderable pretensions. The Agua Caliente track 
opened Thursday, November 25, Tranksgiving 
Day. The Thanksgiving Handicap was won by 
Up, racing in the colors of Mrs. J. N. Crofton, 
whose horses, Beth Hogan and John Bane, had 
already won two other races on the program. 
Tanforan’s Thanksgiving Handicap was won by 
Listo. Fifteen thousand saw him score. The 
San Mateo Handicap, decided Saturday, fell to 
the former plater, Lejoy. There has been some 
debate as to whether there is a “war’’ between 
Agua Caliente and Tanforan, but it appears that 
there are plenty of horses and plenty of persons 
to attend both meetings. Both tracks have good 
stakes. The Agua Caliente purse minimum is 
$700, divided four ways, $525, $100, $50, $25. 
At Tanforan the minimum is $800, divided three 
ways, $550, $175, $75. Agua Caliente has an- 
nounced open booking in connection with racing 
this winter, and a number of layers have “cut 
in.” The $100,000 added feature of the meeting, 
the Agua Caliente Handicap, was closed to nom- 
inations at midnight December 1, and the list 
of entries will be available in a few days. 


UP BEATS ERVAST. . 
The Thanksgiving Handicap ($2,500 added, all 
ages, six furlongs), first of Agua Caliente’s 
stakes for the winter meeting, was run November 
26 and fell to Mrs. J. N. Crofton’s Up (114), the 
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only 3-year-old in the field of six. Jockey H. 
Mills took him to the front at once after the start 
and opened up on his field as they swung into 
the stretch, winning by a length, and with some- 
thing to spare, from Baron Long’s Ervast (118). 
The latter lasted just long enough to finish a nose 
ahead of Raoul Walsh’s McGonigle (106). The 
Pasadena Stable’s Burton Agnes (2-y-0, 98) was 
fourth, Emery Stock Ranch’s Mucker (106) fifth, 
and Pasadena Stable’s Hand to Hand (104) last. 
The Pasadena Stable (Jack Atkin) entry was 
favorite. Time, :23 2-5, :46 3-5, 1:11 2-5, track 
fast. Stakes division, $1,925, $500, $250, $50.

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FOREIGN 
HEARTBREAK HILL. 

RS. C. S. BIRD, whose home is East Walpole, 

Mass., has for some time been much inter- 
ested in jumpers and in England she rides to 
hounds and enjoys her horses in the fullest sense. 
Now she finds herself the owner of a prominent 
candidate for next year’s running of the Grand 
National at Aintree. The candidate is Heart- 
break Hill, a 6-year-old mare by Don Juan out 
of Little Sweetheart, by Righ Mor out of Juanna, 
by Don Juan (note that her dam is a grand- 
daughter of her sire). Heartbreak Hill won the 
Grand Selfton Steeplechase at Aintree November 
12, carrying 152 pounds and beating John Hay 
Whitney’s Sir Lindsay (168) by eight lengths over 
the course of approximately two miles, seven and 
one-half furlongs. Fifteen started, of which 
eight finished the course, Annandale being third. 
Sir Lindsay and Annandale, as English papers 
noted significantly, were second and third in 
last year’s Grand National. Of Heartbreak Hill, 
The Sporting Life (London) says: 

“The winner is the right stamp of mare to win 
a Grand National. Although this was her first 
appearance at Aintree she has successfully ne- 
gotiated the stiff Punchestown course, and ap- 
pears to stay well. She was bought at Balls- 
bridge on behalf of her present owner, and is by 
Don Juan, who, the last 12 months, has figured 
as the sire of six useful ’chasers.” 

Heartbreak Hill, like many another great 
jumper, was bred in Ireland and is trained there, 
by H. Ussher. 
AUSTRALIAN WINNERS. 

Winner of the Victoria Derby at Melbourne 
recently was a gelding, Johnnie Jason, by Tre- 
clare out of Sweet Rosaleen, by Varco (son of 
Marco) out of Miss Bass, by Malster. Malster 
is a son of Bill of Portland, son of St. Simon, 
and there is an additional St. Simon _ cross 
through Treclare’s dam, Clara, which was by 
Desmond, son of St. Simon. Treclare was sired 
by Tredennis, son of Kendal, son of Bend Or. 
Treclare sired the winner of last year’s Aus- 
tralian Jockey Club Derby, Tregilla. 

Johnnie Jason was second in the Australian 
Jockey Club Derby, run early in October at 
Sydney. Ammon Ra, winner of the Sydney 
Derby, is a son of Limond out of Hyades, by 
Hymettus (Cyllene) out of Straga, by Birken- 
head (Orme). Limond, which has proved a great 
success in the stud, is by Desmond (St. Simon) 
out of Lindal, by Kendal (Bend Or). Thus Am- 
mon Ra has three close crosses of Bend Or, 
through Kendal, Cyllene and Orme. Limond, 
standing in New Zealand, has sired the winners 
of four antipodean Derbys and five St. Legers. 

White Nose, the 3-year-old which won the Mel- 
bourne Cup this year, in which Phar Lap was 
unplaced, is a son of Paratoo out of Telleramana, 
by Hapsburg (Desmond) out of Rameldry, by 
Worcester out of Collarnie, by Loved One. Para- 
too was sired by Pistol, a son of Carbine out 
of a Galopin mare, and was out of Zena Bell, 
by Xeny (a French-bred stallion which goes back 
to Dollar in tail male). 

MANCHESTER NOVEMBER HANDICAP. 

J. T. Downing’s wee Drift, by Hainault or 
Bachelor’s Double out of Waritza, by Happy War- 
rior, bred in Ireland, like many other of Eng-

land’s stakes winners, won the Manchester No- 
vember Handicap last Saturday, November 28, 
the final day of the English flat-racing season. 
With 104 pounds up he won by a length and 
one-half from Boydie Davis’ Signifier, with Major 
F. B. Sneyd’s Pard third. The value was a little 
over $5,000. Earlier in the year North Drift 
dead-heated with Redeswood in the Manchester 
Cup Handicap. 

LOCHIEL. 

J. A. Dewar has given the name of Lochiel 
to Cameronian’s yearling half-brother, by Cor- 
onach out of Una Cameron, and “Robin Good- 
fellow,” in The Daily Mail (London) tells his 
readers this about it: “When I saw the colt a few 
months ago Mr. Dewar was seeking a suitable 
name for him from the history of the Cameron 
clan. The fact that a section of the clan were 
Covenanters and Jacobites, and so figured pro- 
minently in the intrigue and civil strife which 
led up to the rising of 1745, gave Mr. Dewar 
some inspiration. Archibald Cameron of Lochiel, 
a man of high character and repute in Scotland, 
was hanged in England for participating in the 
rebellion. 

“Coronach, my Scots friends tell me, is a 
funeral dirge played on the pipes, and these no 
doubt gave expression to the grief of the clan 
when the news of Archibald Cameron’s death 
reached Lochiel. 

“Lochiel is now in training at Beckhampton. 
He has been nominated for the more important 
races for 2-year-olds to be run next season and 
for the classic races of 1933. 


BANGLE WINS IN ENGLAND. 

Victor Emanuel’s Bangle II (formerly ran in 
America as *Bangle) won the Sunbury Handicap 
Steeplechase, two miles, $750, beating eight oth- 
ers and winning by 20 lengths, with Blunt second. 
IRISH LEADERS. 

The Irish racing season finds H. S. Gray as the 
leading owner, Philip Behan as leading trainer, 
Joseph Canty as leading jockey and Golden Myth, 
son of Tredennis, as leading sire. The unusual 
feature of Mr. Gray’s reaching the top of the 
owners’ list is the fact that he had only three 
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horses, namely: Sea Serpent, winner of the Bal- 
doyle Derby and Irish Derby; Sea Mark, winner 
of the Patriotic Plate at Baldoyle and Waterford 
Testimonial Stakes at The Curragh, and Gold 
Amulet, which ran only once. These horses won 
collectively five races and a total of £5,384. 

Philip Behan is the trainer of Mr. Gray’s horses, 
but in addition to these he had 16 other winners 
and the 19 in the string won 27 races and a total 
of £9,400. This is the second time that Mr. 
Behan has headed the list of trainers. His former 
occupancy of that position was in 1918. In 1921 
and 1929 he was second on the list; in 1922 and 
1923 he was third; in 1919 and 1930 he was 
fourth; in 1920 and 1924 he was sixth; in 1925, 
1926 and 1927, eighth, and in 1928, tenth. R. More 
O’Ferrall, who last winter visited America with 
his brother, was second on the list of trainers this 
year, as he was also last year. J. T. Rogers, who 
trains his own horses in addition to those of sev- 
eral friends, was second on the list of owners 
and third on the list of trainers. 

This was the third successive year of premier- 
ship for Jockey Joe Canty. He had 57 wins, 52 
seconds, 32 thirds, 87 unplaced rides and he wound 
up with 25 per cent winners, although he was 
out of the saddle for several weeks during the 
season as result of accidents. 

Golden Myth’s position at the head of the list 
of winning sires was gained despite the fact 
that he had only three representatives racing for 
him. They were Sea Serpent, Gold Amulet and 
Cadurcis, all unbeaten. The last named two ran 
only once each, so Golden Myth’s score was three 
winners of four races and £4,695. Achtoi, son of 
Santoi, stands second on the list with 10 winners 
of 17 races and £4,254. Arch-Gift, son of The 
Tetrarch, was third with 11 winners of 19 races 
and £3,475. Soldennis, another son of Tredennis, 
was fourth with eight winners of 15 races and 
£3,034. 


NO PAID SECRETARIES. 

Stewards of the Jockey Club in England have 
shelved their plan to have paid secretaries for the 
honorary stewards at race meetings. The action 
was taken because owners of the race courses 
asked that the matter be put aside until better 
times. 


CLASSIC ENTRIES. 

~—None of the English classic races of 1933 drew 
as many entries as did the renewals of 1930, 
1931 and 1932. For 1933 the Two Thousand 
Guineas has 250 entries, the One Thousand 
Guineas 227, Derby 305, Oaks 250 and St. Leger 
269. The greatest falling off is in the St. Leger, 
which had 320 entries for 1932 and 397 for 1931. 


FOREIGN NOTES. 

Of Phalarope, winner of a selling plate in Eng- 
land recently, The Sporting Life (London) said: 
“Phalarope is a typical son of Phalaris, inasmuch 
as he sweats a lot before his races.” 

The remainder of the late S. B. Joel’s stud will 
be sold at auction at Newmarket December 8. 

Pharaoh III, son of Pharos, goes from England 
to India to carry Sir Victor Sassoon’s colors there. 

Two Grand National winners, Shaun Goilin and 
Gregalach, failed in the Becher Steeplechase at 
Aintree, won by Inverse. Gregalach wds second, 
Shaun Goilin fell and was caught and ridden 
back to the paddock by Tommy Cullinan, who 
was on him when he won the 1930 Grand Na- 
tional. Both Gregalach and Shaun Goilin ap- 
peared to need further training.

Lord Astor’s unbeaten 2-year-old colt by Man- 
na—Pinprick, by Torpoint. He won three races 
this year, the Malton Plate at York, the Clear- 
well Stakes at Newmarket, carrying 133 pounds, 
and Doncaster Autumn Foal Plate, with 132 
pounds. 


Lord Astor’s Creme Brulee has won the Breed- 
ers’ St. Leger at Derby Newmarket St. Leger, 
Welsh St. Leger and Liverpool St. Leger this 
year. He is by Bruleur. 

West Wicklow, in winning the Lancashire Han- 
dicap at Liverpool November 11, scored his first 
victory since he took the Cesarewitch of 1929. 

Three horses in the same race in England re- 
cently bore the following names. Llanrwst, 
Nefertete, Ye Olde Leather Bottel. 

The Duke of York sold his string of six hunt- 
ers in England and they brought a total of $5,000. 

A. K. Heyland, an Englishman who previously 
raced exclusively in India, this year displayed his 
colors in France. In mid-October he bought 
Pure Folie for $750. A month later Pure Folie 
dead-heated for the Prix Byron at St. Cloud, the 
most valuable race for 2-year-olds in France, and 
Mr. Heyland drew down $9,375, half the prize. 

“Amateur flat races are no good to man or 
beast or sport. Over a country, yes, but on the 
flat, no,’ emphatically declares Edgar Wallace 
in The Star (London). 

Edgar Wallace, brilliant English Turf writer, 
is coming to America for a holiday of a couple 
of months this winter. 

The Star (London) says the report that Lord 
Glanely has purchased the Compton Park Stud, 
Newmarket, from Sir Alec Black, is incorrect. 

Bob Everett, winner of the Grand National 
of 1929 on Gregalach, has a flying license and 
owns an airplane. 

Lord Londonderry has reconsidered his inten- 
tion to sell his breeding stock and has withdrawn 
his consignment from the Newmarket December 
sales. 

A yearling brother to Phar Lap will be sold 
in the National yearling sales at Trentham, New 
Zealand, January 21. 


UNITED HUNTS ELECTS. 

The United Hunts Racing Association, at a re- 
cent meeting elected F. Ambrose Clark president 
to succeed the late John McEntee Bowman. Nor- 
rie Sellar was made vice president, John Hay 
Whitney and A. C. Bostwick, directors. Plans 


for a two-days meeting next spring and another 
day of racing in the fall were discussed. 
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STUD NEWS 

ST. BRIDEAUX RETIRED. 

ANAGER Arthur Shutts will receive at Mrs. 

Payne Whitney’s Greentree Farm within the 
next few days the 3-year-old St. Brideaux, which 
bowed a tendon in his last race and will make 
his first season in the stud next spring. The 
injury was of such a nature that it was con- 
sidered inadvisable to attempt training him fur- 
ther. St. Brideaux is a bay son of *St. Germans 
(sire of Twenty Grand) out of Panache (sister 
to Dr. Clark), by Broomstick out of Panasine, 
by Peter Pan out of *Ladasine, by Ladas, coming 
from the powerful Paraffin family. At two he 
was third in the Helpful Stakes. At three he 
showed high class, winning the Latonia Cham- 
pionship, Broadway and Saratoga Handicaps and 
Whitney Stakes, finishing second in the Latonia 
Derby, Brooklyn, Queens County, Havre de 
Grace Cup and Bowie Handicaps and Travers 


Stakes. His last start was in the Riggs Handi- 
cap at Pimlico. His record:

Coming to the Greentree Farm with St. Bri- 
deaux will be two young fillies from the racing 
stable to be retired for breeding. They are 
Robin’s Egg, 2 years old, by Wildair—Oval, by 
Fair Play, and Measure, 3 years old, by *Chicle 
Rinkey, by Pennant. 


LEE O. COTNER. 

On page 693 in this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
appears the advertisement of Lee O. Cotner, 
property of R. W. Collins and standing at Elm- 
hurst Stud, Lexington. This son of Last Coin 
or High Time out of Precious Pearl, by Zeus, has 
had two crops to run and his percentage of win- 
ners is above the average. In his first crop (foals 
of 1928) there were nine registered, from which 
there are five winners, among them Don Leon, 
winner of 15 races, four of which were stakes. 
There are five winners from his second crop of 
seven, and among these are the stakes winners 
Delivered and Lejoy. Altogether, 10 of his 
get have won 45 races, five of them stakes, in 
two seasons. Fudge died after having won two 
seasons. Cyruben died after having raced un- 
placed at two and three. Arthur Lee placed at 
two, failed at three, and has been given by Mr. 
Collins to a friend to be used as a riding horse. 
Leoden raced once and was put aside until next 
season. The remaining two non-winners of 
racing age by Lee O. Cotner are Old Reb and 
Lella Lee, which Mr. Collins says are sure to 
stand out among the 3-year-olds of 1932. Old 
Reb, son of Gloom, by Blues, his owner says is a 
powerful horse, “as powerful, I believe, as was 
*Billet, three crosses of whose blood he carries. 
This colt made one start, got hurt at the gate 
and I sent him home and laid him up. He is in 
my string at the Lexington track and is to 
go South during this week. We will ship direct 
to Hialeah Park instead of going first to New 
Orleans. I am going to point Old Reb for the 
Kentucky Derby. His third dam is Shaft, the 
dam of Zeus, and he is certain to show stamina.” 

Lella Lee, out of Emancipation, by McKinley, 
made four starts and was also put aside. She is 
now in training again and Mr. Collins says she 
is as fast as a bullet and as game as they come. 


She goes South also. Others in the string will be 
Don Leon, Kitty Bruce (2-year-old half-sister, by 
Whisk Broom II, to Lee O. Cotner), Anthony 
Wayne, Discobolus, and the following yearlings: 
Chestnut colt by Lee O. Cotner—Briar Sweet, by 


Marathon. 
Brown colt by Lee O. Cotner—Ransvaal, by Transvaal. 
Chestnut filly by Lee O. Cotner—Tea Biscuit, by *Rock 
Sand. 
Dark bay filly by Lee O. Cotner—Gloom, by Blues. 


Bay filly by Lee O. Cotner—Be Quick, by Golden Maxim. 
Mr. Collins says the Tea Biscuit filly is sound, 
tough and can fairly fly. “Why,” he said, ‘she 
actually ran an eighth at the Lexington track 
one morning with 152 pounds up, and it was all 
that big boy in a big saddle could do to handle 
her.” The Gloom filly, he says, has shown him 
enough to let him know that she will be promi- 
nent later on. He has not sufficiently tried the 
others as yet to know much about them. 

John O. Whitlow has a 2-year-old chestnut 
gelding by Lee O. Cotner about which Lexing- 
tonians are talking considerably. He is out of 
Fairfield, by Fair Play, next dam Belvale, by 
Watervale, she out of Beldame. He is said to 
have been the fastest colt broken at Hinata Farm 
this autumn, and is reported to have worked there 
an eighth in :11 2-5, pulling up a quarter in 
:23 2-5. “He is a powerful horse,’ said Mr. 
Collins, when asked about him, “and I’m telling 
you Man o’ War had nothing on him at the 
same age.” 

Another good one by Lee O. Cotner is out of 
Mawnin’s Mawnin in “Tony” Pelleteri’s string. 
COLDSTREAM STUD. 

When he came to THE BLOOD-HORSE office last 
Saturday to arrange the advertisement for the 
Coldstream Stud stallions, Dr. John Baird, man- 
ager of that fine establishment, stated that both 
*Bull Dog (younger brother of *Sir Gallahad 
III) and *Pot au Feu will stand next season 
under private contract. This was definitely de- 
termined during C. B. Shaffer’s visit last week 
to Coldstream. It also was determined by Mr. 
Shaffer that W. B. Mitchell will train the Cold- 
stream horses which are to race next season. 
The contract for the new trainer is effective 
after January 1. John Lowe is shipping in this 
week from Bowie the three horses he kept with 
him for the closing of the season in Maryland. 
Dr. Baird reports that the yearlings at Cold- 
steam Farm have broken very well, indeed, and 
are quite promising. He is particularly pleased 
with the get of *Pot au Feu. There are 16 by the 
son of Bruleur from Polly Peachum, by Spear- 
mint, in the string, and there are 18 weanlings 
by him. ‘“*Pot au Feu is certain to leave a 
wonderful impress on the bloodstock of America,” 
said Dr. Baird. “His youngsters have early foot 
as well as hardiness and bottom. Marmion, too, 
has speed, and a lot of class. Perhaps he will 
make that definitely known ere Kentucky Derby 
time next May. Keep an eye on him.” 

Concerning *Bull Dog, Dr. Baird said he is a 
very sure horse and that he stopped his mares 
last season with an average of less than two 
services. Thirty of the coldstream mares are to 
visit him in 1932, and he is limited to 35 mares. 
STALLION FEES. 

Discussing fees for 1932 for stallions standing 
in England and Ireland, “Hotspur,” in The Daily 
Telegraph (London), conveys the information 
that Solario is still in demand at 500 guineas. 
Friar Marcus, the King’s horse, has had his fee 
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reduced from £198 to £98. Singapore’s book is 
full at 300 guineas, but Lord Glanely announces 
concessions for Blue Ensign, Grand Parade, 
Grand Glacier and Navigator. If mare proves 
not in foal, half the fee will be returned or a free 
service can be had in 1933. Invershin has been 
reduced to £98 and Inkerman to £25. Tetrameter 
is to stand at £60 and three mares from one 
breeder wll be taken at the price of two. Stefan 
the Great stands at £250, ‘‘no foal no fee.”’ Sal- 
mon Trout fee is unchanged, but only half is to 
be retained if the mare proves barren. Legatee 
has been reduced from £200 to £98. The same is 
true of Ellangowan. From 300 guineas Diomedes 
is reduced to 150 guineas. Call Boy, shy, is 
standing next season at 250 guineas to insure a 
foal. He formerly was £400. Blandford’s fee is 
still at 400 guineas, though he has had a set- 
back this racing season. Tetratema hasn’t had 
a good year, but his fee is still 500 guineas. Gay 
Crusader has been reduced from 400 to 200 
guineas. Pharos, the leading sire of winners in 
England this year, is to stand in France next 
season. 


PRESS GANG. 

Press Gang, 4-year-old son of Hurry On— 
Fifinella, will stand at Lavington Park Stud, Pet- 
worth, England, at $1,250 next season, “approved 
mares only, no maidens.” Of him “The Special 
Commissioner” writes in The Sporting Life 
(London): 

“It will always be my opinion that had Press 
Gang been entered for last year’s Derby and 
St. Leger he would have proved himself another 
Coronach and added his name to the already 
long list of Lord Woolavington’s ‘classic’ winners. 

“His omission from these races, I understand, 
was due to the fact that he was supposedly bred 
to “roar,’”’ and assumed to be certain to do so. 

“This theory, as I have often explained, is 
wrong from its foundation. 

‘Roaring’, like measles or a broken nose, is 
an acquired disease, or accident, of the body 
cells of the individual that occurs during its life- 
time, and so cannot, except by the aid of a 
miracle, be transformed into an inherited disease 
affecting the germinal cells, which have con- 
tinuous existence... . 

“IT have mentioned this because I not only 
think that Press Gang was the ‘best of his year,’ 
but also because I believe that in a few years 
he will be one of the leading sires of the country.” 


THREE D’S STOCK FARM. 


In the course of a letter to THE BLOOD-HORSE, 
W. T. Waggoner, head of the Three D’s Stock 
Farm, Arlington, Texas, says he has not as yet 
definitely decided which stallions he will use the 
coming season, but that it is very likely his 
choice will be *Quatre Bras II, *Porte Drapeau 
and *Phalaros. His decision will be made when 
all of the yearlings are tried. There are 19 in the 
barn at Arlington Downs, and of them Mr. Wag- 
goner writes: “They are breaking out exception- 
ally well, and I never saw better yearlings in my 
life than they are. All horsemen who see them 
agree with me.” Thirteen of the youngsters are 
by *Phalaros; four are by *Porte Drapeau, and 
two are by Stamford. Mr. Waggoner comments 
concerning the get of Stamford: ‘They are not 
as large as some of the others, but they give 
promise of being very good. One of them, in 
fact, seems to be very fast, and it may yet turn 


out that Stamford will be the leading stallion in 
my barn.” 

There are 38 mares in the Three D’s Stock 
Farm Stud, and they were bred last season to 
Stamford, *Porte Drapeau, *Phalaros and Kil- 
kerry. 

*PHARAMOND ILI. 

Hal Price Headley, master of Beaumont Farm, 
who is a partner with R. M. Eastman, Joseph 
Reilly and C. J. Fitz Gerald in the Eastley Stud, 
which owns *Pharamond II, recently said that all 
of the yearlings by this son of Phalaris he had 
broken this year would win races and that some 
of them would win stakes. Early in October, 
over the Aqueduct track, a filly by *Pharamond 
II, in the string Walter House handles, worked 
a quarter in :22 3-5, a very fast move for that 
course. Before she was turned over by T. L. 
Pierce to Charles Damon at Lexington, a filly 
out of *Marchesa, by Rabelais, worked a quarter 
in :22 3-5. This showing of promise by *Phara- 
mond II's first crop has greatly heartened his 
owners and they are strengthened in their belief 
that the winner of the Middle Park Stakes is 
destined to occupy a prominent place among the 
Thoroughbred sires of America. *Pharamond II 
is displaying color dominance. His get to date 
are all reported to have been bays or browns, 
regardless of the color of the dam, 


ARTHUR LOFTUS RESIGNS. 

~—Arthur Loftus, widely known in the Turf 
world as “The Singing Kid,” has resigned as 
manager of Shandon Farm,—Lexington, and has 
been succeeded by(Gordon Piercé>son of Trainer 
T. L. Pierce, forme of-€ovington, Ky. ‘The 
Singer” had been at the farm four months and 
did well with his job, but the lonesomeness of 
his bachelorhood and a yearning for the thrills 
and activities of the race course, which has been 
his life since those days in his boyhood when he 
trilled his way with his sweet tenor voice into 
the hearts and pocketbooks of the throngs, got 
the better of him. So, with the good wishes of 
the Messrs. Nash, and, too, some of their cash 
for his labors, “The Singer’ is hieing himself to 
the Southland. New Orleans, Havana and Miami 
are on his route. His successor at Shandon is 
a younger man, and it is said of him that he is 
a fine fellow, as well as a good horseman. 
CHARLES KURTSINGER, BREEDER. 

Because Twenty Grand won $218,545 this year 
and Charles Kurtsinger rode him in most of his 
races, young Mr. Kurtsinger had so much money 
at the end of the season that he bought a farm 
to establish a Thoroughbred nursery of his own. 
The farm, 188 acres, is near Louisville. It had 
been confiscated from its former owner by the 
United States Government because stills were 
found on it. Kurtsinger made his purchase from 
the Government. First of his potential brood- 
mares is the 2-year-old filly Chinaberry, by 
*Chicle out of Rowanberry, by Peter Pan, a gift 
from his employer, Mrs. Payne Whitney. She 
has already been sent to the farm and is to be 
bred, her owner says, to Prince Pal or In 
Memoriam. The jockey will go to Miami after 
spending a few weeks with his parents in 
Louisville. 


MARES FOR *COHORT. 
Herbert Pulitzer, of New York, who bought 
Miamba (dam of Rambling and sister to Heavy 
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Artillery, Buddie Brown and Helium), by *Light 
Brigade—Heliosis, by *Star Shoot, at the dis- 
persal sale of the Hartland Stud last spring, has 
instructed Horace N. Davis, Blue Grass Heights 
Farm, Lexington, to breed her next season to 
*Cohort. Emancipation, 2-year-old filly by Up- 
set—-Henrietta Thorpe (dam of Sport Hallahan), 
by *Frizzle, which was in the Pulitzer string 
in New York, has arrived at the Davis establish- 
ment and is also to be bred to *Cohort. The 2- 
year-old filly, Mooney, by Mad Hatter—-Constella- 
tion, also came out from New York, but she is 
going back into training next spring. 


ORAGE POISONING CAUSES LOSS. 
Mack.~noted playwright and actor, 

héead_of the Bill Bee Breeding Farm and Racing 
Stable, with headquarters at Mansfield Center, 
Conn., writes THE BLOoD-HORSE from his Holly- 
wood home as follows: 

“Knowing that your most interesting maga- 
zine (THE BLOOD-HORSE) keeps its readers up to 
the minute with all news concerning the Thor- 
oughbred, I wish to inform you of a strange epi- 
demic which struck my farm. A few weeks ago 
my two stallions, Edisto and *Rolls Royce, to- 
gether with eight brood mares, were suddenly 
taken ill. My own veterinary (Dr. Dimock), 
a brother of your own Dr. Dimock, found them 
all subnormal—no appetite—and in eight hours 
Agnes Clark, by Pandion—-Rora, by Plaudit, was 
dead. Twenty-four hours later Castano, by 
Bunting, passed out. Dr. Dimock conferred 
with the state veterinary and he advised send- 
ing for Dr. John F. Devine, of Goshen, N. Y., and 
while this was being done that fine little race 
mare Fetching, by Flittergold, lay dying. Dr. 
Devine declared it forage poison and as Dr. 
Dimock had wired him the nature of the com- 
plaint he (Dr. Devine) brought the necessary 
serum. The two stallions and the rest of the 
mares responded to the treatment. Fetching is 
on her feet again but very thin and lifeless. 
The two mares that I lost were in foal to *Rolls 
Royce, as is Fetching. As our little breeding 
farm is the only one of its kind in our part of 
Connecticut, quite naturally our resident “vets” 
were “up a tree.” But Dr. Dimock and our 
foreman, Albert Benjamin, did heroic work with 
what means they had at hand. Dr. Devine said 
the germ was likely in the hay, I being forced 
this year to buy a few tons from a neighbor. 
We have lost mares before, but never did they 
die as quickly as the two I have mentioned. 

“Reports today from the farm inform me that 
stock left us are in good shape and the trouble 
is over. Perhaps some of your readers will be 
interested in hearing the details of our trouble 
and may in some way profit by it should it hit 
them.” 

AT SPRING HILL FARM. 

Jacob G. Lang, popular Buffalo sportsman, for 
whom Charles Damon trains and races the Elm- 
tree Stable horses, has leased for the winter one 
of the barns and about 30 acres of paddocks at 
Senator Johnson N. Camden’s Spring Hill Farm, 
near Versailles, Ky., and the men and animals 
are now there and doing famously.
